He does 
not seem to realize th at every time any woman 
or any man p rodu ces anything, he is redu cing the 
cost of som ething to all the cu stom ers who u se th is 
p rodu ct and th a t this redu ction in cost Is equ ivalent 
to a raise in real w ages of ail consu mers. If, as 
Pegler says, women have redu ced wages, then if his 
th rory is sou nd, if all women stop p ed p rodu cing 
w ealth and becam e only consu m ers, we wou ld live 
better and the w orkers rem aining, wou ld receive 
more real wages. And following this sam e line of 
reasoning farther, if half of the men also stop p ed 
working, we wou ld live better. And redu cing it down, 
so p ossibly Pegler can see, If all p eop le stop p ed w ork­ 
ing bu t one, then we wou ld live better. 
This is an absu rdity on the face of it, bu t the 
p rincip le is exactly the sam e w hether we redu ce it to 
one or w hether we elim inate women from w ork­ 
ing. W omen working, instead of lowering the sta n ­ 
dard of living, the real w ages raises the standard of 
living. Instead of lam enting abou t women working, if 
Pegler, and m any other w riters, wou ld exp lain to 
the p u blic why p eop le are ou t of work, he m ight be 
p erform ing some service instead of, as he is, m is- 
odu eating p eop le and, thu s, redu cing the real wages 
of all workers.

EDEN’S VISIT TO U. S. 


Now th at A nthony Eden has sailed for home one 
the im p ression th a t w hat Mr. Eden nad to say 
gjfiile here w as not nearly a» im p ortant as the way 
he was received. 
It is a long tim e since a visitor from overseas has 
been greeted w ith the interest and the enthu siasm 
which have m et Mr. Eden. From the m om ent his ship 
docked*in New York he w as the center of an intense 
and eager exp ectancy which w ent far beyond ordin­ 
ary friendliness or m ere cu riosity. 
.^bd the significance of th a t fact ou ght not to be 
lost on anyone. 
For Mr. Eden has come to be regarded on th is side 
of the A tlantic as the one great idealist of Eu rop e. 
He is looked u p on, th a t is, as one man who weighs 
the actions and p olicies of the day In scales other 
than those of mere exp ediency; as a man who some- 
stands for the best that there is in dem ocracy 
and freedom as they face the th rea t of a revived and 
greedy tyranny. 
It may well be th a t this is not an accu rate p ic­ 
tu re of the man. It is entirely p ossible th a t it does 
less ju stice to his form er colleagu es in the B ritish 
government. Y et these things are, for the moment, 
beside the p oint. 
We grew u p in a society which took certain things 
for granted; freedom, the sanctity of the individu al’s 
rjp hts, the assu m p tion th a t the race has enou gh o f 
a common fu nd of intelligence, decency and 
g o o d­ 
will to find its own way ou t of its trou bles, the be­ 
lief t l ^ t m ight does not and cannot m ake right. T o­ 
day’s world actively th reaten s all of those valu es. 
I^corcs of millions of p eop le are the en thu sias^c fol­ 
lowers of men who lou dly deny th a t the ideals we 
have lived for have the slightest validity. 
In the face of these contem p tu ou s denials we have 
not known how to act. The best th a t we have been 
able to do is follow a p olicy of drift and comp romise. 
We can see its p erils bu t we can think of nothing bet­ 
ter, and ou r leaders do not seem to have anything 
better to offer either. 
So when a m an who does seem to have a p ositive- 
answ er ap p ears—a m an who seems to rep resent a 
rallying-p oint arou nd which the ideals of a free so­ 
ciety m ay be defended—he gets an am azing re ­ 
sp onse. And the chance that*w e m ay have an u nreal 
notion of w hat Mr. Eden really stands for does not in 
the least alter the significance o f th a t fact. 


Since they will not take step s to imp rove themselves, 
they want to reform the entire system .” * 
These men are m entally lazy. They wou ld rath er 
have all the other p eop le adju st them selves rath e r 
th an for them to do anything th a t was distastefu l 
to them and requ ired effort on their p art.
